Two warehouses burned in Pem- 
broke Monday about 5:30 p. m. The 

in which the fire originated 
owned by W. W. Garnett and Mrs. 
Lizzie Williams and rented by A. O. 
Doraty & Co. It contained 200 tons of 
hay and 3000 bushels of wheat, with 
no insurance on building but $2,500 
on the contents. 

The other was owned by L. Mc- 
Combsand contained 10,000 bushels 
of wheat with $1,500 insurance on 
the building and $9,000 on the con- 
tents. 

The wheat was owned by the Dun- 
lop Milling Co., of Clarksville. The 
loss on wheat was about $12,000 and 
on hay about $2,000! 

The buildings were frame and 
were worth together about $2,500. 

In addition to the wheat and hay, 
the Dority & Co., building contained 
a car load of hogshead staves and 
other articles of smaii vaiue. 

The origin of the fire is not defi- 
nitely known. Workmen were in 
the Dority warehouse up to five 
o'clock and the most plausible the- 
ory is that some of them were smok- 
ing and threw down a match. The 
fire was discovered soon after the 
men left. 

Pembroke has no fire company 
and the combustible nature of the 
buildings and its contents soon put 
the Dority warehouse beyond hope, 
and although a bucket brigade 
worked hard the fire soon spread to 
the McComb warehouse adjoining. 
Dority & Co., had another ware- 
house across the street, which was 
saved by hard work.

To the voters of Christian County: 

In view of the election to the of- 
fice of County Judge this fall, and in 
view of the fact that possibly weeks 
will elapse ere the nominations are 
made, which will leave but a short 
space of time for one, after receiv- 
ing the nomination of his party, to 
make a canvass; I take this opportu- 
nity of presenting my candidacy for 
the nomination of the Republican 
party as County Judge for the re- 
mainder of the present term, and, if 
successful in receiving said nomina- 
tion, to request the suffrage of my 
party, my friends and of all men 
who believe in the enforcement of 
law. 

Having served the people of thi3 
county faithfully since my induction 
into office on Dec. 19.

By some of the interested 
politicians I have been censured for 
doing my duty in removing Mr. Da- 
vid Smith, the late Sheriff, from of- 
fice, and appointing Mr KeB9bftW as 
his successor, and some of these 
scheming politicians were so preju- 
diced as to criticise my acts as a 



ute" and "The Sheriff and all the 
world had notice of the fact from 
the Statute itself," and. "the pro 
virions of the Statute are for the 
benefit of the tax -payers and the 
public," and, when said Court di- 
rected t h o dismissal o f the 
writ of prohibition granted by 
Judge Cook as against me. may I 
ask, was there a single politician 
among them that offered to present 
the facts as they really were, or has 
one of them acknowledged, that per- 
haps they were attempting to work 
the "political scheme" while 
simply doing ;hat which my oath of 
office and duty required? 

The facts in the case are, in 
stance, as follows:— At no time.since 
entering upon the duties of my of- 
fice, on the lUth day of December, 
1007, has Mr. Smith, or any one rep- 
resenting him, up to March 10th, 
1908. approached me. either as a pri- 
vate citizen or as County Judge of 
this county, relative to a quietus 
from the Fiscal Court of this county, 
or as to a settlement by Mr. Smith 
as such Sheriff, or as to a bond 
any bonds that may be annually re- 
quired of the Sheriff, or as to any 
matters pertaining thereto, state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

Mr. Smith failed to execute the 
annual bonds required of him as 
Sheriff by law on or before March 
1st, 1908, and at no time did he, or 
any one representing him, attempt 
or offer in any manner to make the 
required bonds before me as County 
Judge, until after I had caused the 
order removing him from office to 
be entered, although he was notified 
in January and February 1908, by 
his then sureties, The United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty Company, that 
they would not renew his bonds for 
the year 1908, unless he (Smith) 
would make to them an indemnify- 
ing bond in the sum of $10,000.00, 
which indemnifying bond Mr. Smith 
did not make or offer to make. 

Trusting that the interested poli- 
ticians will concede that I had as 
much right under the law to remove 
Mr. Smith from office on the 2nd 
day of March, 1908, as I had on the 
11th day of March (the bonds being 
required March 1st), I wish to say, 
that it was not my desire to remove 
Mr. Smith, simply because he did 
not make the bonds as required at 
the exact moment they were due, al- 
though I had the right to do so, and 
for this reason the order was not en- 
tered until I was informed by the 
representative (Mr. Dugan, Louis- 
ville, Ky.) about 11 o'clock March 
11th, 1908. that they, The United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty Compa- 
ny, would not renew Mr. Smith's 
bonds. Previous to this refusal of 
said Bonding Company, I was in- 
formed, and said information is now 
of record in the Christian Circuit 
Clerk's office, that Mr. Smith had 
said "while in office he had spent 
money belonging to the county but 
that ne (Smith) was able to repay 
same, that he did not believe 
it would exceed four thousand dol- 
lars," and I want to say that this in- 
formation was not given by any in- 
terested politician, but by persons 
of the best character, whose repu- 
tation for honesty, truthfulness and 
integrity stand unimpeachable in the 
minds of all honest men; therefore 
I say without fear of successful con- 
tradiction, that questions of vital 
importance to the tax-payers of this 
county had more to d > with the 
removal of Mr. Smith than anything 
else, and If any man doubt the truth- 
fulness of my statements let him 
read the record. When these facts 
were made known to me, I made up 
my mind that it was my duty, 
County Judge, to remove or cause to

such was true, that it was negligence

The Diamond. 

Writing on "The Romance of the 
lamoud" In the North American Re- 
lew." Sir William Crookes refers to 
the theory advanced by some scientists 
that the diamond Is a gift from heaven 
eyed to earth In meteoric showers, 
and be confesses that the theory is not 
without support.

Of acquiring a wnrnout lilant, wblcb 
todny needs two or throe hundred thou- 
sand dollars In the way of repairs and 
Improvement*, 

But the people arc finding out the 
difference now. Tbey are paying Just 
as much for water as they did under 
the old system, and at the Banie time 
they are l.elng taxed to pay interest on 
the plant and for repairs. The city 
used to receive taxes on the plant. 
Now It does not receive anything ex- 
cept free water for the city hall and a 
few other city institutions. There are 
also several thousand people who are 
helping to pay Interest and repairs and 
purchase price on a plant from which 
they do not receive any benefits at all 
since the water is not brought to tbeiu. 

They used to tell us in large letters 
that the plant was not only able to pay 
for Itself out of its earnings, but the 
surplus could be used to build city 
halls and bridges and beautify the city 
until it should resemble a modem para- 
dise. 

Ail these dreams are now jokes. We 
are up against the real facts, and the 
management of the water plant has 
not been such as to make any of them 
realizations as yet, and there Is no 
promise that they will lie realized in 
the future. But these things should 
Dot discourage us. We should regard 
the water plant debt as an asset, not a 
debt. Let us stick to that and be as 
happy as we can.— Cedar Rapids (Iaj 
Republican. 



THE PIMENTO TREE. 

Its Cultivation and Manner of Curing 
tha Berriea. 

Pimentos are tue pets of .Jamaica. 
They are n dark colored berry, the 
size of a |»ea, with the remains of the 
calyx attached, and possess the odor ; 
and aavor resembling a mixture of 
clnnnmon, cloves and nutmegs, from 
which It derives Its name of allspice. | 
While an Inferior quality grows In 
Mexico and parts of Central and South 
America, Jamaica Is the country from 
which pimento Is exported. The tree 
Is handsome, attaining a height of 
thirty feet, with a light ashen or 
brown colored bark, which peels off 
in flakes as the trunk increases in 
height 

It grows wild, so that plantations of 
pimento walks are established by al- 
lowing n piece of land near pimento 
trees to become overgrown with bush, 
in which the birds deposit seeds from 
the pimento berries eaten by them 
from these seedlings grow. Whei 
plauts reach a certain size the bu 
cleared and the pimento trees ai 
lowed to grow up. The tree yle 
l>erry when seven years old, and the 
crops increai

i» Municipal Mismanagement Masquer- 
ades as Municipal Munificence. 

Speaking of robbery, there is a point 
i of municipal ethics that has hitherto 
been ignored, but Is now being given 
some attention In England and the 
United States. When the rates charged 
by municipal plants are too low to cover 
Ifc cost of operation, maintenance and 
flKestment the detkiency must be 
made up by taxation, a part (and fre- 
quently a large part) of which falls on 
those who derive no benefit from the 
plant. Their money Is taken from 
them arbitrarily to enable some of 
their fellow citizens to get their elec- 
tricity, gas or water below cost 

This Is manifestly unfair, but it is 
no more unfair than the reverse proc- 
ess, which Js more common In Eng 
land than in this country'. There they 
rob the depreciation and reserve funds 
of the municipal plants to "relieve the 
rates"-l. e., decrease the tux levy— or 
accomplish the same result by raising 
I the price of gas or electricity, thus 
compelling the users of these commodi- 
ties to bear more than their share of 
the city's expenses.

Fearful of Competition. 

The water supplied by the municipal 
waterworks of Toronto, Canada, Is not 
above suspicion. Up to a short time ago 
official analyses were made of the wa- 
ter and published so that the people 
might use their own discretion as to 
using it without boiling. The publica- 
tion of analyses has been stopped by 
the authorities lest, according to the 
Toronto Star, the auulyses should be 
used as a means of frightening people 
and possibly of inducing them to buy 
bottled drinking water from a private 
company. This action caused the Star 
to excialm: 

"This Is paternalism gone mad. The 
people have a right to know the quality 
of the water they are drinking and 
with this knowledge in their possession 
to act upon their own Judgment." 

Comment cannot emphasize the force 
of these statements— Public Service. 



THE ELEMENT OF LIFE. 

Carbon the Main Constituent of Plant 
and Animal. 

The all pervading element of life 
carbon. It is the clement In nature I 
which the life of every living thing, 
whether plant or animal, depends. The 
work we do, Indeed, every movei 
we make, is the result of energy 
stored up in the organism, the energy 
being proportionate to the amount of 
carbon consumed. In its free state 
carbon forms charcoal, coke, black 
lead and diamond, in its combined 
state It is a necessary part of flesh, 
blood, bone and muscle. 

Carbon Is the main constituent of 
plants, its percentage In wood exceed- 
ing that of the other elements of 
which wood Is built, and It is also the 
constant component of the atmosphere 
where It exists as carbonic acid gas. 
There Is practically no limit tc 
sway. It Is found In the stars and In 
almost every sample of water. The 
earth's crust contains vast quantities 
of It in chalk, limestone and marble. 

Such diverse substances as explo- 
sives, dyes, fuel, foods, liquors, 
clothes, drugs and printer's ink, tbe 
evil smells that arise from putrefac- 
tion and the odors of the most fra- 
grant perfumes are all compounds of 
carbon, the element of life. The 
pounds of carbon number at least 
C0.00O, the cause of their multiplicity 
being found In a peculiar property of 
carbon Itself. Its atom Is a wanderer. 
While other atoms usually are unwill- 
ing to combine even with those of 
their own kind, the carbon atom jour- 
neys far afield, uniting not only with 
Itself, but other elements in endless 
different proportions. — Chicago Trlb-

Effect of Heat on Cast Iron. . 

The Increase of volume from the 
heating and cooling of cast Iron has 
been the subject of many tests, and It 
has been shown that the swelling may 
amount to as much as 40 per cent. 
After heating in a gas furnace twenty- 
seven times, the highest temperature 
reached being 1,400 degrees V., a bar 
originally one Inch square and 14.8 
Inches long was found to have grown 
to one and one-eighth inch square and 
sixteen and one-half Inches long. This 
effect is suggested as an explanation 
of the trouble given by cast Iron fit- 
ting*, for superheated steam, which 
produces the same ulteruate heating 
and cooling.

ularity of Gardner throughout 
the state. The republicans were on 
the defensive throughout the cam- 
paign seeking to hold the state by 
the usual plurality.
